confedoratioui or any other quostion, 
except commercial and national su- 
promncy in tho East, should not be as 
important to us as to tho Amorioans, 
or more eo, considering we havo tho 
largost interests at stake As wo 
Btated yesterday, to shorten the 
timo and distanoo of communica- 
tion betwoon England and her Eastern 
posaeseiouB, has beon a problem lo the 
English government and people for 
the last half century, and they havo 
neither spared exertion nor money to 
accomplish bo desirable an object. 
The Great Eastern was built, the over- 
land route to India was constructed, 
for this specifio purpose ; unfortun- 
ately naither was successful, and the 
difficulty still remains. Why then 
(should we not urge upon the English 
nation the oommon sense of immedi- 
ately adopting the scheme which will 
not only remove tho diflculty they 
have so long beon struggling to over- 
come, but give to our commerce an 
expansion never boforo dreamt of? 
Surely tho English people, who havo 
already tried so many schemes, and 
expended such vast sums to secure 
transit, will not hesitate to build a 
railway over this Cotinent through 
their own possessions j they have tho 
Same intelligence to see, and moro 
abundant means to socuro that advan- 
tage, than our progressive neighbors, 
only unfortunately their vision has 
not been sharpened, or their entort 
priso aroused to tho same extent by 
local influences, Tho total expense of 
•obstruction cannot bo greater than 
that of the American lino, the first 
200 miles of which cost ovor $20,000

Again, it took sovontaon years' dis- 
cussion to prove the national and 
commercial necessity of the Amer- 
ican line ; it will scarcely re- 
quiro four years to complete it. 
In 1866 tho first direct steamer was 
Bent from San Fancisco to Japan and 
China, making tho round trip in three 
months, and tho result surpaasod all 
expectation. The second trip was 
still better, and on tho third sho took 
a cargo from San Francisco valuod at 
8.1,750,000 and' 1 000 passengers. From 
■that timo throe first-clasa steamers 
havo run onco a month, and tho 
trado increases each way. On tho 
opening of the ArAflrioan railway, the 
English Oricntul Steam Company in» 
iond putting on three equally large 
vessels to contest this trndo, and tho 
Australian colonies four more of the 
same class for thoir private interests 
nnd convenience. What then will be 
SanTranoisoo when the whole wealth 
of tho East is poured into her harbor 
for transmission throughout tho world? 
Answer that question faithfully and the 
future of Victoria is seen, for if our 
line was completod, slio would draw 
seven ty-fivo per cent of tho trade 
which is relied npon principally to 
mako tho American line remunerative 
When we recolleot, that English capi- 
tal did much to build San Francisco; 
is doing much to build tho American 
road across tho oontinont ; that it laid 
the cablo along tho bottom of tho sea 
and joined the two worlds; that it 
tunneled .Mount Conis and connootod 
tho Continent of Europe j that it con- 
tributod largely to cut a ship canal 
through tho Isthmus of Suez ; that 
whilo, in fact, wo cannot point to any 
of tbo mighty enterprises of tho day 
by which tho wealth, progress, and 
happinoss of tho world aro secured, 
without traoing its agonoy, we cannot 
look vory calmly upon that absurdity 
which refuses tho first dollar to a 
schorao by which tho pro-r-minonco of 
England's power and oommorco can 
Alone be preserved in futuro,

Editorial Correspondence— No. 26. 

- • New York, Sept. 11, 1868. 
The weather for the past few daya has 
-been nearly as warm aa at any period during 
tho so aimer. August was an unusually cool 
month, and in tho purt of the country whero 
it was my good fortune to bo for the past 
throe or four weeks, tho temperature waa de- 
lightful. Weathcr-wiao Now Yorkers predict 
extreme warmth until the equinootial galoa 
set in. 

The telegraph will havo informed yon of 
the treasonable utterences of Mr Wilkins, 
the Attorney General of Nova Scotia, anenl 
tho Repeal resolution and the miserable man- 
ner in which he shuffled out rf the aamo 
when taken to task by tho Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor. A private lotter was shown me by a 
Nova Scotian friend in this city, from which 
1 learn that the respeotablo men of tho Re- 
peal Party utterly condemn tho intomperate 
lauguago of Wilkins, nnd none more 30 than 
the renowned Joo Ilowe. Wilkins, the letter 
says, aimed to supplant Howe in the leader- 
ship of the party, and thought by taking the 
position he did that he would win tho ma' 
jority over to hia standard. But the hand- 
some manuer in which ho was made to eat 
bumble pie by the Lieutenant Governor, and 
the snubbing tho earao official gavo the 
Legislature which presumed to qnestion the 
palatablo naturn of the dish. His Excellency 
caused the Attorney General to partako of, 
has delighted tho Unionists, while it has 
disgusted tho Repealed. The imbroglio 
still continues; but the sting of the oppoai- 
tion has been removod, and it ia impotent for 
mischief hereafter. 

While the British press are rowing up Mr 
Roebuck for having given utterance to his 
hatred of the United Statos, the press of 
this country aro hauling Mr Revordy Jobn- 
eonover tho coals for hia expression of affec- 
tion for England. Tho Freeman's Journal, 
(Irish Fenian organ), says that Mr JohnBon 
can neither 1 do himself honor nor hia country 
good,' by hiS diplomatic laborB. Instead of 
going to public dinners, to slaver the British 
with false flattery, ho ought to have began 
by seeking redress for the wrooga England 
has inflicted upon us, 'For half a century,' 
says «ho Journal, ' tho English governing 
classes have been plotting the weakening 
and disruption of these States.' The New 
York Sun say : ' We presume the Free- 
man's Journal is right in its donbt of Mr 
Johnson's being usoful in England. He 
is. a showy man and a good lawyer ; but ho 
has never been vsry usoful at homo, and 
probably will not bo abroad. The great ques- 
tions at issue with England will most likely 
remain to be settled by the next Administra- 
tion.' A Fsnian Uongiensman threatens to 
introduce impeaohmont resolutions against 
Mr Johnson at the next session of Congress. 
■ Tho election canvass proceeds vigorously 
throughout all parts of the country. Ihero 
has been a serious defection in tho Republis 
oan ranks ut Ibe South by tho withdrawal 
from tho Union Leagues of hundreds of 
blacks who now purpose to voio tho Demo- 
cratic ticket. In soino cases the defection is 
tho result of conviction ; but in most instances 
the employers of tho blacks havo notified 
them that if they do not vote as desired, they 
■will bo discharged fi'om employment. The 
freedmau is but human nftor all. Ho must 
eat to live; without food freedom is worth 
but littlo U jhirn ; honce hia change of senti- 
ment. The Radicals nre furious at thia do* 
feotion and talk of passing an Act to punish 
nil persons who by threats or bribery at- 
tempt to inlueDCO 'votes. Tho indications 
now are that the Democrats will onrry most 
of tho Southern States ; but I should not be 
surprised if they wero beaten two to one in 
the North. Much as tho people huto Radi- 
calism they revoro ita standard-bearer, 
Grant, and Colfax is very popular out West; 
besides, the idea gains ground daily that 
Grant is not so radical a Republican as his 
supporters suppose, and fow nro of opinion 
that ho will submit aa tho present President 
Iibb done to the dictations and usurpations of 
Congross. Hia opponents all declare that ho 
aims at a coup d'etat similar to that which 
placed Napoleon upon the throne of Franco. 

rnissorl tho army in lSSffordunkenness in 
Orogou. and they uao this as an argument 
of his fitness for tbu high position to which 
ho aepiros.

in greenbacks in spite of tbe faot that most 
of the boodr promise redemption on a specie 
bseis, This is one of the main planks in 
the Democritic platform. Great interest is 
centred in tho State o! Maine eleotion, which 
takoe place on Monday. The Democrats 
look for large gains. The resnlt of this 
eleotion, it ia believed, will indicate the state 
of feeling in tho North and the probable 
cbanooa of the two oaodidater. The Ver- 
mont election, a fow days ago, reaulted in 
gains for the Radicals. 

The expulsion of tbo negro members from 
the Georgia Legislature creates a profound 
sensation hero, tho more so because many 
wbito Republicans voted for their exclusion. 
Tho action of the white members was based 
upon tho assumption that the Constitution of 
the Stato precludos colored porsous lrom 
holding offico. 

The Notional Debt has increasod in 
one mon% 812,500,000. Deduct from this 
earn 87,000,000 paid for Alaska, and the 
increase is $5,000,000. It is estimated 
that tho country is increasing its debt at 
the rate cf 880,000,000 per annum, in place 
or decreasing it yearly $400,000,000, as wns 
atated would be the caso two years ago. The 
extravagance in overy department is awful, 
and greenbacks appoar to bo issued to suit 
tho convenience of tho Treasurer, upon whom 
there is scarcely any check as to number or 
amount. Can a financial system resting 
upon a foundation so rotten and insecure end 
anywhere short of repudiation? 

Of the largo number cf vessels arriving nt 
or sailing from this port daily, few are of 
American build except tho small coaEting 
brigs and schooners. The foreign .carrying 



trade is in the hands of English, French 
and other nationalities. Not a single Amer'h 
can steamship now crosses the. Atlaniio, nnd 
a flag that at ono timo was met in every 
quarter of tho globe to which commerce 
diepatohed its whitev winged mesEeogere, is 
confined to the limits of its own seaboard. 
This unfortunate state of affairs is owing to 
tbo bigh taxation which paralyzes ship- 
building, and the illiberal navigation laws 
which pre /cut any but vessels built in the 
United States carrying the Amorican flag. 
This is ' fine fun ' for tbo foreigners, bat, like 
tho frog in tho fublo, it is doath to American 
industries. 

The annala of crimo in New York in the 
past prosent no page so dark as those whioh 
are daily recordod in tho varioua Courts of 
Justice. Not a day passes without assaults 
on the polico by armed and organizsd bauds 
of ruffians.; revolvers nre freely used on both 
sides, and the casualties are numerous. Tbe 
patrolmen now trnvd in pairs, for greater 
security against the skulking nesnssin, or open 
bravo, who nevor allows a good opportunity 
for a 'pop' at a polioemnn to pasa unim- 
proved. The number of outrage's committed 
by roughs upon unoffending citizens is apt 
palling. The state of . Bociety, too, is bad 
and heavy defalcations in banks and mercan 
tile homes nre of so frequont occurrence as 
to soarcely merit comment. In such caees 
the plan adopted upon discovery appears to 
be to saflfer the delinquent to go freo upon 
disgorging partof the plunder. If he hasetolen 
$100,000 before disoovory, he steals another 
8100,000 and compromises for 875,000. Fre 
quently thieves will bargain with the Court 
for their' liberty upon condition that thoy 
give up a part of .their plunder, and arc 
turned loose to prey again on tho community. 
Four week ago a policeman was murdered 
by a man who bad previously made two un- 
successful attempts upon bis life s After the 
first Bttempt tho villain was kept out of the 
way for a month; and was not.even arrested; 
for the second attempt he was bound over in 
the sum of 8500 to keep the peace, notwith- 
standing a thront made in open Court that 
'so help me God, I'll murder him (the 
policeman) aa soon op I got a good chance.' 
And he did it. At the root of all this evil 
lies tho system of an elective judiciary. So 
long aB Judges owe to tbe voles of the peo- 
ple of their districts their elevation to the 
bench, just so long wili their judicial conduct 
be controlled by the character of tho consti- 
tuents. It follows that in the city of New 
York, whore bruisers and repeaters aro the 
great power at the polls, bruiserB and re- 
pealers will be tho favorod of the courts; 
nnd this condition of nflairs will continue to 
ore until the poople'ro- 
Ive to submit to it no longe:

r. ' It will not 
do for the politician to ofTond the pickpocket 
nor for tbe pickpocket to ignoro the politician; 
bo whon a burglar or thief is taken before 
a police justice he ia released on nominal 
bail or Btraw bail, or no bail at all, and 
votea early aud often for his friend the judge 
whenever the latter happens to bo before the 
people for re-election.

Medical Ruforts. — From tbe returns 
made to the Town Clerk of tbe total number 
of cases of small-pox ainco our last report we 
find tho tbe following havo ooonrrcd : Oct, 
29th — one white ohild, fatal ; one white man, 
progressing. Oot. 30lh — one white mart, 
progressing. Nov. 11th — one Indian woman, 
fatal; one white man, one white woman j 
the white oases progressing. Nov. 12th — 
two white men, five white women, ono col- 
ored woman, all progressing. From these 
returns it will be seen that in fifteen days 
there have been fourteen cases, only two of 
which wero fatal: Aa a general tbing tho 
disease oontinues to uppoar in a mild form. 
Il must be understood that jlio dates given 
are not those on which the cases oecurred, 
but on wbioh they are reported. So far as 
we can ascertain, there appears to bo bnt 
one really dangerous caso at present. Al- 
though tho mortality is small, enough re- 
mains to show tho necessity of our authorities 
being alivo lo the sanitary regulations of 
tbo ciiy ; and, na numerically, there is but 
littlo abatement in tho disease, wo trust no 
efforts will bo left untried to stay its pro-, 
gross. ■ 

The Postal ' Hrron.' — We have mado 
inquiries and ate informod that the ' hitch ' 
in tho Postnl relations between this colony 
and tbo Mother country has been adjusted 
si ico the 1st ultimo ; and that our oolonial 
stamps aro now recognized and accepted by 
the Imperial authorities as a valid prepay- 
ment of a letter or paper. But how tho se- 
rious' mistake which lod to tho dishonoring 
of the stamps occurred, wo Bhould like to bo 
informod. The public, who havo suffered, 
havo a right to know. Not only lettera but 
papers, on which the postage was prepaid 
hero, have been saddled with tho full 
amount of postage in London, and the pub- 
lishers charged with attempting to • do' 
their subscribe^. Wo hope that so serious 
a derangement may not soon occur again in 
our Postal arrangements. 

Liberal Oregon l~The Oregon Legisla- 
ture recently passed an Act to exclude ne- 
groeB, mulatloee, Chineso and Kanakas from 
giving testimony except in cbbcs where the 
parties interested belong to one or nil of the 
proscribed races. A firm in this city, hnv 
ing n branch at Portland, had in their employ 
ru intelligent and trustworthy mulatto as 
porter and messenger for a long limo ; and 
owing to the passage of this Aot they have 
been forced, for Iheir own security, to dis- 
charge him and substitute a white man ic his 
place. Tho wickednoBs of a policy that 
debars a nsoful though hnmblo member of a 
community from earning a livelihood because 
his' akin is of a dark hue, is worthy the 
fanaticism of the Dark Ages but ia out of 
place in theBe enlightened days. 

The Last of tub Del Norte. — The mala 
of Iho wrecked steamer Del Norte arrived 
from Portier's Paas laat evening. He reports 
lhat during tbo sovere southeaster of Tuesday 
uight the steamer slipped from tho rock co 
which she struck and went down, in ten 
fathoms of wator. On Wednesday morning 
not a vestige of tbe wreck was visible. All 
bope of raising the hall mest now be abandon- 
ed. : The sea during the gale ran very high, 
rendering an approach impossible. The 
steamer Otter, which sailed hence for Port 
Ludlow, lo procure punts to asBiat in saviDg 
the wreok, bad not reached th9 Pass when 
ibe mate left it; 

From Enuland.— The Prince Victor, Capt 
Jones, from London, got into port yesterday, 
having arrived off Cape Flattery on tho 9cb 
inat. Sho cleared the English coast on 1 1th 
June, and reached Capo Horn about 76 days 
out. Liko the Bolivia, Bhe experienced a 
heavy gale oil the Horn, which detained her 
fourteen days, and which Captain Jones 
nevor saw equalled in all his experience 
On this side sbo also enoouotered rough 
weafher, especially ofl Cape Flattery. The 
trip was made In I5G days. The health of 
the crew has been good. The Prince Victor 
will commence discharging cargo on Monday 
next. Sbo comes to Sproat & Co. / 



Whaling. — Mr Dawson continues to pros- 
ecute his whalo fishery ulTSannich Inlet with 
unlooked for success. A number oJJine Gab 
bavo been recently captured. Wo wcie 
yesterday shown a sample of 2000 gnllonB of 
tho oil by Messrs Lowe Bros, who are the Vic- 
toria agents. It is beautifully clear and of 
apparently aa good quality as any ever 
brought from the Arctic Ocean by ' those 
who go down to the sea in Bhipa-' Dawson 
has nbout 10,000 gallons on hand at Saanich, 
and another good feature connected with the 
enterprise is that tbe oil is put np for ship* 
meat in Island-made caBks. 

Fuosi Nanaimo.— Tbo Sir Jamos Douglas 
arrived from Nanaimo Inst evening with n 
fair freight and a numbor of passengers, 
among whom was Hon (oloot) D B Ring. 
Tho steatnor G S Wright was having her 
bottom scraped on tho beach at Nanaimo.

Tiie Surveying Cruise oi the "Beaver." 

[CONTINUED J 

On the 22d July we paid a visit to Port 
ToDgttB tbo American port of entry. It is 
situated on an Island of tbe ssina narno 
forming one of a group off tie tugged shores 
of Alaska, Tho approach to it is by a winding 
channel which narrows considerably in front 
of the fort ; when wo saw it in July, the 
troops wero still in tents; there were a fow 
temporary wooden buildings, including a 
hospital, and Iho officer in command inhab- 
ited a los houso on a cleared bluff closo to 
the Bag-staff, whioh is a fino tree, shipped 
of its brunches, and painted n»hite ; wa re- 
mained hero ono night, and returned to Fort 
Simpson tho next day; on Iho 21th July the 
Sparrowbawk arrived, bringing a mail; sho 
went on to tho Nasa Rivor to adjust somo 
Indian difficulties, meeting us again at 
Metlahkatlah on tho 20th July and continu- 
ing her voyage the eama day. The Beaver 
alter her departure went into the Inner 
florbor to tako in coals and wood; being 
detained a day we got up a a parly to visit 
Iho salmon fishery of the Metlahkatlah In- 
dians. A prettier placo than tiie Inner 
Harbor can noarcely bo conceived; the num- 
erous bright patches of land under cultiva- 
tion, contrast witb the dark green foliage of a 
score of islands; from our anohorago thtse 
Inlands converge towards a distant point 
with a background of perple mountains. 
Passing through this narrow channel we 
emerge upon a placid sheet of warier, sur- 
rounded by high mountains, dotted with small 
islets here and thoro. Scotland, with all her 
lake scenery could not boast of a finer view. 
Wa did not rorch tho salmon station nntil 
tho afternoon, and could scarcely have found 
it thou, but for tho guidance of a friendly 
canoe, We plonked sudJonly oat of Iho 
channel, we were pursuing into a Fort of fun- 
nel, wheie the salmon were looping in groat 
numbers; inside wis a email bay, on tho 
shore of which was tb i fuhing village, con- 
sisting of fonr temporary hnta rudely put 
logothei. A magnificent waterfall fell into 
this bay, and a trail led up besido it to a 
lake somo thirty leet above. Wooden cngos 
were inserted, wherovsr practicable, th.-ough 
whioh the water rushed continually and hun- 
dreds of silver salmon wore darting here end 
thore endeavoring to leap , the upper Tall ; 
but trio volume of water beat tbem back and 
before thoy could recover themselves Ihoy" 
were hurried gasping into the cage, from 
whence they were promptly extracted by the 
Indians. The lake was foil of fino trout, 
hungry that they allowed themselves to be 
oaught by a book and line. 

The completion of the northern survey from 
Port Simpson to the bead of tho Portland 
Inlet occupied the Beaver from tbo 31st July 
to the 5th September. Our head quarters 
were removed to Nasa Bay, Called on the 
charts Salmon Cove; this, however, is not the 
Salmon Covo of Vancouver as stated by the 
author of the Sparrowbawk cruise; that 
famous navigator never pitched his tents on 
the spot now occupied by Mr Tomlinaon tho 
missionary, sotbut tho parallel drawn, thoagh 
interesting, is slightly inaoenratc. Van- 
couver, on tho contrary, persistently ignored 
tho existence of tbe British Columbian rivors, 
and is very severe on Do Fuoa, for having 
presumed to discover the Eraser, Skoena, and 
Nasa Ri\erB, which be (Vancouver) con» 
temptuously designates rivulets, The real 
Salmon Cove is about fifteen miles op tho 
Observatory Iolot. Tho shoros on either side 
of tho Portland Inlet consist of high pine- 
clad mountaina, their Bnnimita being usually 
bare and full of gaps and Dasurca, tho result 
of landslids; thoy riao eo abruptly ont of tho 
sea that the lending on tho locks is in many 
places difficult and hazardous. Nass Bay is 
enclosed by lofty snow covered mountains 
from which numoroua waterfalls descend 
into the sea. It ia. ono of tbe wildeit and 
most romantic of the indentations on this 
ooast. The Nass River whioh flows into it, 
through an imposing stream, is so shallow aa 
to be scarcely navigable; tie actual channel 
is moreover natrow and winding, It does 
not appear to shift liko lie FrBser bar, for 
Lieut. Coghlan who went in a canoo to tbe 
Nasa Village, fifteen miles , up tho river, 
followed Iho soma channel whioh waa taken 
by tho Gunboat Forward some years ago. 
At low water tho falls and overfalls aro dan- 
geroua for n canoe, and tho wind rcshing 
down from tho mountains causes a heavy sea 
on the shallow bar which a boat would do 
well to avoid. Tho Kinoolitb mission at tbo 
entrance of the river whore Mr Tomlinaon 
reside, io built in a csnlro of a gap botweon 
two • ranges of mountains. A email river 
Hows through this valley, wbioh has its 
origin in n aeries of distant lakea. It afford- 
ed good fiahing. Tho Nass villages (three in 
numbor) aro fine specimens of Indian habi- 
tations, grotesquely carved poles which adorn 
the residences of the chiols aro the largest 
on tho coast, somo of them being a oontury 
old. They required a hundred men to 
raise them. Tho houaas (owing lo tho in- 
tonsity ol tbo winter) aro peculiarly con- 
sirncted, and aro undoubtedly the finijst on 
tbo coast, Metlhkatlah not excepted 
ITobecoatiuadU'i
